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Dinis Island (properly Dine-iske , “the beginning- of the 
waters ”) is a well-wooded island situated at the junction of 
the Middle or Muckross Lake with the Lower Lake of 
Killarney. On it is situated “O’Sullivan’s Punch Bowl.” 
This islet is a favourite visiting-place with tourists, as it 
affords a very fine view of the lakes and vicinity. 
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
